era and vice presidents of roads east 
and west admitted freely that there 
was no pretense toward maintaining 
tariff rates on packing house products 
■and list of meats for export or domes­ 
tic use except for a short time at the 
beginnig of each year. 
The packing houses and their repre­ 
sentatives to whom rebates were paid 
during 1901, according to Commission­ 
er Prouty, will, lf possible, be made 
amenable to the maximum fine of $5000 
for every violation of the law.
